next census are now being distributed 
by the census office to the enumera- 
tors, who will start to work on June 1. 
The 
schedules 
contain 
questions 


which some persons may think prying, 
purposeless, or excessive in number. 
But their number and character have 
been determined by congress, not by 
the census office, and all of them have 
been asked in previous censuses. 
The 


only important change since 1S90 is 
that some questions have been aban- 
doned. 


People are often offended at the 


question, "How old are you?" and are 
apt to wonder what use the govern- 
ment can make of their replies. Taken 
as a whole, the replies are as import- 
ant as any class of information the 
census office collects. 
Age returns 


penetrate and elucidate every other 
branch of statistical knowledge. They 
show where child labor is prevalent 
and where the proportion of persons_ 
able to support themselves is large or 
small. They reveal the great number 
of colored children and the short life 
of the negroes under present condi- 
tions. They make it possible to ascer- 
tain whether the average length of life 
is increasing or decreasing, how many 
men the nation contains who are capa- 
ble of voting or of bearing arms and 
whether the relative number of chil- 
dren is iccreasing or decreasing. 


In Mohammedan or semi-civilized 


countries, like India, householders are 
often unwilling to answer the question 
regarding the sex of persons in the 
house, but in civilized countries where 
the sexes are regarded as on an equali- 
ty such unwillingness doesnotappear 
The answers to the questions show that 
in nearly all cities the females out- 
number the males and that the same 
is true of most of the states along the 
Atlantic coast. 
The belief is wide- 


spread that, taking the world in ger- 
eral, there are more females alive at 
any given time than males, and that 
if it were not for immigration there 
would be more females in the United 
States than males. But census statis- 
tics show that we can not explain the 
great excess of males (over one and a 
half million) in the United States by 
immigration alone, for when the for- 
eign-born are left out of account there 
are still above 600,000 more males than 
females. 


Few would dispute the necessity for 


asking questions regarding race. All 
arguments regarding the future of any 
particular race in this country, like the 
Indian, the negro, or the Chinaman, 
must hinge upon the returns in the 
census. With the Indians, moreover, 
it is of the highest importance to learn 
what success the policy of the govern- 
ment has met with in establishing them 
apart from their tribes and reserva- 
tions and whether such Indians are in- 
creasing or decreasing. 


Some mothers may shrink from stat- 


ing the number of children they have 
hadandthe number whoare living. But 
from the answers to these questions 
the country will learn whether the 
native American population is holding 
its own, or whether, as some have 
claimed, it is being gradually supplant- 
ed and displaced by the children of 
recent immigrants. 


In the light of such explanations, 


and only a few of the most important 
questions have been touched upon, it 
may perhaps be clear to the public 
that no question has been ordered by 
congress, or hpsbeen asked by the cen- 
sus office which,if properly and correct- 
ly answered,will not lead to suggestive 
inferences regarding the 
people and their work.

prised to know that Tom Wolfkiel, son 
at the late well known P. R. R. en- 
gineer, Thomas Wolikiel, Sr., is with 
Uncle Sam's army in the Philippines. 
He is a member of Company C, Forty- 
third U. S. V. Tom is a dashing, fear- 
less fellow, and if given a chance will, 
no doubt, distinguish himself. Mrs. 
Annie Mower recently received a letter 
from Tom and she has kindly per- 
mitted us to take the following ex- 
tract from it: 


ORMAK, LEYTE Is., P. I., ) 


March 32, 1900. 
) 


DEAR FBIEXD:—I received your most 


welcome letter a few days ago and was 
more than glad to hear from you. 
Well, when we were in the states we 
could hear a great deal about the Phil- 
ippines, but no one knows them till he 
sees them. They won't fight if they 
can get out of it. Well, in the first, 
place, it is useless for them to try to 
fight us out. They are made into 
parties numbering from one hundred 
to seven and eight thousand, mostly 
Bolo men. These men attack small 
bodies of United States soldiers and 
just cut them to pieces. A company 
has had two men killed, one of whom 
these men got and cut off his ears, 
fingers and head. His head they put 
on a pole and carried to the general. 


Our company has lost one man. He 


was shot in a skirmish at Huulohus, a 
small town above Baybay. Baybay is 
where our Second platoon is, under the 
first lieu tenant. We.the First platoon, 
are here at Ormak, under our captain. 
We have had but one fight, and it only 
lasted two hours. But the boys at 
Baybay are fighting every day. They 
have killed over 50 of the "niggers.'' 
There are about ten thousand of these 
men on this island and I think in 
about three months we will have that 
number reduced. 


Well, I am feeling very well, in fact, 


I have not been sick one day since 1 
have been in the army. I think I have 
gained nearly twenty pounds, but that 
does not say we are getting good grub. 
Since we have been on this island, 
nearly two months, we have lived on 
rice and bacon. *

The Supreme Court Decides the Contest [n 


Kentucky. 


The United States supreme court on 


Monday decided the Kentucky govern- 
orship case in favor of Governor Beck- 
ham, 
the Democratic incumbent, dis- 


missing the writ of error from the 
Kentucky court of appeals, which had 
been filed in behalf of Governor Tay- 
lor. The opinion was handed down 
by Chief Justice Fuller. The chief 
justice in his opinion said the case was 
dismissed for want of jurisdiction. 
He stated that the court should be the 
last to overstep the bounds limiting 
its own jurisdiction and that the de- 
termination of cases of this character 
—contests for state office—must neces- 
sarily be settled by the political 
branch of the government. 
That 


branch had acted in the Kentucky 
case when the general assembly took 
jurisdiction. 
There was no appeal 


from the assembly's decision which 
was favorable to Goebel and Beckham 
except to the tribunal of the people, 
which tribunal, the chief justice said, 
was always in session. 
He also said 


that the case was purely a state case— 
that Kentucky was in the full pos- 
session of its faculties as a member of 
the Union, and that there was no 
emergency at this time calling for 
interference. 


Governor Beckham's opponent, W. S. 


Taylor, when he heard of the supreme 
court's decision issued the following 
order: 


To General R. D. Collier.Frankfort, Ky.: 


—The supreme court of the United States 
having decided in favor of Mr. Beckham, 
nothing now remains to be done except to 
dismiss the militia and surrender your 
offlc* to your successor appointed by Mr. 
Beckham. "Sou are, therefore, directed at 
once to dismiss the militia end to surren- 
der your office to your successor as soon as 
the mandate of the supreme court is filed, 
or sooner if you wish. Tender the militia 
kindest regards and sincere thanks for 
tbeir brave, manly and patriotic service.

Frenzied by a jealous quarrel with 


his wife, Calvin Kimblern, colored, 
formerly a corporal in the United 
States infantry, on Sunday at Pneblo, 
Col., shot his wife twice and then de- 
liberately put a revolver to the head 
of 13-year-old Ethel Straussen and 11- 
year-old Jessie M. Skaggs and fired, 
killing the latter girl instantly, the 
other girl living for some hours. The 
murderer fled and has not yet been 
captured. 


Mafeking, in South Africa, has been 


relieved. This signal victory for the 
British coming as it does after a long 
series of Boer reverses will, no doubt, 
discourage the federal forces and stim- 
ulate their adversaries. From the be- 
ginning of the war the Boers, notwith- 
standing many reverses, have been 
able up to the present to hold British 
soldiers under siege. Kimberley was 
relieved on February 15, Ladysmith on 
February 18. Mafeking, which was 
the first town of the three to be in- 
vested, had been besieged until May 
18, the gallant force under Colonel 
Baden-Powell holding cub from Octo- 
ber 15 of last year to that time. 


Now, 
at a time wFen Lord Roberts 


is pressing forward steadily at every 
point, Mafeking is relieved and the 
entire Boer force is acting wholly on 
the defensive. It is now thought that 
the most important battle of the war 
will be fought at or near Johannes- 
burg. 


Bow tbe Absent Citizen Can Do Justice To 


His Locality and BIB State. 


The count of the people in the United 


States will begin in all parts of the 
country June 1 and end in the cities 
two weeks later and in the rest of the 
country before the close of the month. 
The people are to be counted at their 
places of residence, but as many per- 
sona and families will be away from 
their homes during June there ia some 
danger that such persons will not be 
counted. If they are not counted the 
locality in which they live will be 
misrepresented to that extent, and in 
some cases this misrepresentation may 
be enough to affect the representation 
in congress of the state from which 
they come. Local pride and_ state 
pride, therefore, should influence all 
such absentees to take reasonable pre- 
cautions against being omitted from 
enumeration in their places of resi- 
dence. Such omissions are most likely 
to occur in the large cities where fam- 
ilies close their homes and go else- 
where for the summer. The occurrence 
of tbe Paris exposition this year is 
likely to increase the number absent 
from the country. 


In all cases of contemplated absence 


the head of the family is requested by 
the census office to communicate with 
the supervisor of the district in which 
he lives. He is also requested to leave 
information! regarding his answers to 
the questions which are to be asked 
with some responsible neighbor who 
will agree to see that it reaches the 
enumerator on his rounds. Such infor- 
mation might better be left as a memo- 
randum in writing, as in that case it is 
less likely to be overlooked. The ques- 
tions to which answers are desired ap- 
ply primarily to the population, but 
also to all farms and manufacturing 
establishments. They are being pub- 
lished from time to time in the press 
of the country. 


By taking this trouble the absent 


citizen will do justice to his locality 
and his state and materially aid the 
census office in the performance of its 
duties.

The fruit she 
buys she gets by supporting the United 
Fruit company, that influences the 
markets with the force of $20,000,000 


For dinner she feeds her family on 


celery soup that savors of the celery 
trust's 11,000,000; bread that ia tainted 
with the American Flour Manufactur- 
ing company's $150,000,000; butter that 
smacks of the evil the Farm and Dairy 
Product company may do with $15,000,- 
000 capital; vegetables that grow and 
sell under the dominion of the Preserv- 
ing combine's $10,000,000; ice cream 
that represents the horrors possible 
to be' wrought with $00,000,000 the 
American ice trust's capital, $15,000,000, 
the milk trust's and the sugar trust's 
8125,000,000—a total of $200,000,000 
Then a biscuit with some cheese and a 
demi-tasse means giving trusts a fur- 
ther hold on the family vitals to the 
extent of another 8130,000,000—the 
combined wealth of coffee, cheese and 
biscuit trusts. 
Of every dollar spent 


on food for the family it is estimated 
there is a net profit of 25 cents to 
trusts. The trust problem is a woman's 
problem. It figures up in her market 
bills, and may disorder the digestion 
of her children. What of a woman's 
war on trusts ? The housewife has a 
tremendous power in the boycott.

Kindly Remembered.

WASHIXGTOH, May 22.—Unless Mr. 


MeKinley stopped his ears, he heard 
the enthusiastic cheers given to the 
Boer envoys and the voices of the sen- 
ators and representatives who spoke 
in behalf of the two republics now en- 
gaged in a death grapple with the 
world's mightiest empire to an audi- 
ence which the largest theatre in 
Washington would 
not hold. The 


speakers at that reception pointed out 
the fact that from all over this country 
there was a demand that this govern- 
ment should save the lives of those 
little republics, which all tbe world 
knows could be done by a word from 
Mr. McKinley to the British govern- 
ment, and yet that word remains un- 
spoken. Instead, the mouthpieces of 
the administration are saying, "Hush ! 
We know that England intends to 
wipe out these republics, but it is none 
of our business; we have promised to 
remain neutral and we- must not say a 
word." A president who is afraid of 
England is a novelty in this country, 
and a decidedly unpleasant one, too. 
But the remedy lies in the hands of 
the people. Next November they can 
elect a president whose first act will be 
a dissolution of the partnership be- 
tween the greatest republic and the 
worst land-grabbing empire on earth, 
and if present signs are not mislead- 
ing, they will do it. 


Hon. 
J. D. Campau, Michigan's mem- 


ber of the Democratic national com- 
mittee, has been in Washington to con- 
sult with Chairman Jones on the work 
of the campaign. He is confident that 
Michigan will go Democratic this 
year. Speaking of the matter, he said: 
"Even the Republicans in Michigan 
admit that the Democrats have reason 
to feel encouraged. The opposition is 
in bad shape. The Republicans have 
given a very bad state administration. 
It cannot all be laid at the door oi 
Pingree, because the legislature was 
as bad as the officers he appointed. 11 
there was ever a reason for turning 
the governing party out, it exists in 
Michigan. It is not a matter oi 
polities, 
but a common sense re- 


gard for the interests of the state. 
The Democrats will have a united 
party with a strong organization to put 
up a good fight." 


Senator Morgan threw a bomb in the 


right direction when he offered a reso- 
lution directing the senate committee 
on interoceanic canals to investigate 
the two canal trusts organized under 
the laws of New Jersey and report 
whether the object of these trusts is 
to control any canal built across the 
isthmus, or in default of such control, 
to embarrass this government, and to 
prevent the construction of a canal. 
Senator Morgan says that in asking an 
investigation of the new Panama Canal 
company he did not intend that action 
on the Nicaragua canal bill, which 
was favorably reported to the senate 
last week, notwithstanding Boss Han- 
na's opposition, should be delayed, but 
to "enable the president of the United 
States to check, escape from and de- 
stroy the conspiracy—founded on fraud 
and corruption and arrogance—against 
the highest rights and privileges of 
the people and government of the 
United States." Mr. Morgan will try 
to get a vote on the Nicaragua canal 
bill this week, but success is doubtful, 
owing to Republican opposition. 


Secretary Root's second reply to a 


senate resolution, asking for a detailed 
report of receipts and expenditures 
under our military 
government in 


Cuba, was only a little more satisfac- 
tory than the first. The details are 
still lacking, but the report makes it 
plain that the charge of extravagant 
expenditures in Cuba is well founded. 
For instance, the civil salary list of 
the Cuban government for last year, 
exclusive of 81,377,000 paid on what 
the report calls the "labor pay roll," 
was 34,330,587. 
Adding these totals 


together and more than one-third of 
the 
total 
receipts—$16,000,000—are 


shown to have been paid out for civil 
salaries, not to mention the cost of the 
military establishment, which is, of 
course, paid by the United States gov- 
ernment. How long could a political 
party remain in control of one of our 
states which spent one-third of the 
state's receipts for salaries ? 


The Clark eisa has become badly 


complicated. Mr. Clark resigned and 
was appointed to fill the vacancy by 
the acting governor of Montana. Gov- 
ernor Smith denounced that appoint- 
ment as fraudulent and appointed ex- 
Congressman Martin Maginnis. 
The 


vacancy is likely to continue until the 
Montana legislature elects another sen- 
ator. 


The Republicans in congress are 


afraid to adopt either of the resolu- 
tions offered by Democrats in the sen- 
ate and house for a congressional in- 
vestigation of the Cuban stealings. 
The total of those stealings, already 
known, and the number of officials al- 
ready implicated, make the Repub- 
licans fear that an investigation par- 
ticipated in by a few fearless Demo- 
crats might trace some of the stealings 
to Washington and implicate bigger 
officials than those now known to

formation of all the large trusts, with 
very few exceptions, inasmuch as they 
provide for an inordinate protection to 
all the interests of the country—suga: 
refining excepted. Economic advan 
tages incident to the consolidation o 
large interests in the same line o 
business are a great incentive to thei 
formation, but these bear a very in 
significant 
proportion to the advan 


tages granted in the way of protection 
under the customs tariff. 


There probably is not an industrj 


that requires a protection of mor 
than ten per cent, ad valorem, and i 
is to obtain what is provided over sucl 
percentage in the tariff that leads ti 
the formation of what are commonly 
spoken of as "trusts." "With a pro 
tection to an industry not exceeding 
ten per cent, all menace of trusts ti 
the community would cease. * * 


In fact, the tariff bill clutches thi 


people by the throat and then thi 
governors and the attorneys-genera 
of the several states take action, no 
against the cause, but against the 
machinery which the people employ ti 
rifle the public's pockets. 


It is the government, through it. 


tariff laws, which plunders the people 
and the trusts, etc., are merely the 
machinery for doing it. 


The true "communism of pelf" is 


the customs tariff bill. It says to the 
people: "Here is a law we have en 
acted for your robbery. Do not com 
plain of it." 


Steel rails were exported, at the 


time the steel schedule was under dis 
cussion and about being voted for, to 
England, where they can be produced 
at 815 a ton. Here they are worth 824, 
That is in evidence now. The rails 
are sold for S24 a ton, and that is 
cause the people, under the tariff, arc 
mulcted the difference.

him, that he can export steel rails to 
any part of the world.

The stockholders must re. 


ceive dividends on their enormous 
capitalization, and this can only be 
done by curtailing the expense to the 
lowest possible limit and by putting 
the price of commodities up to the 
highest notch the .public will stand 
This is the 
basic principle of all 


trusts. 


The foregoing is _a portion of the 


testimony of Henry 0. Havemeyer, the 
sugar baron, before the industrial com' 
mission. Coming from such a source, 
the charges made cannot be successful 
ly refuted.

Justice David J. Brewer, of 
th 


United States supreme court, recentl 
made an address before the Libera 
Club of Buffalo of which the followin 
is a synopsis: 


It is said that the Anglo-Saxon rac 


has manifested a capacity to gover 
well; that we are of that race, an 
that, therefore, we could well gover 
the Philippine islands as colonies, 
do not question the capacity of th 
race well and wisely to govern others 
I object to the Philippine policy be 
cause it antagonizes the principle 
upon which this government was 
founded, which have controlled its lif 
up to the present time, and the perfec 
tion of which has been the hope an 
aspiration of every true American. 


Very few nations, very few Individ 


uals, live up to their high ideals, bu 
surely the Declaration of Independ 
ence has been the ideal of our life an 
we have striven to make it more an 
more real. Now, government by fore 
is the very antipodes of this, and t 
introduce government by force ove 
any portion of the nation is to star 
the second quarter of the second cen 
tury of our life upon principles whic 
are the exact opposite of those upo 
which we have hitherto lived. It i 
one thing to fail of reaching you 
ideal; it is an entirely different thin 
to deliberately turn your back upon i 


The test of government is not in th 


outward mechanical display of order 
but in the capacity to develop the bes 
men, and we have lived in the fait 
that government by the consent of th 
governed develops the best men. W 
have not let the wise rule the ignoran 
the learned the unlearned, the rich th 
poor, but we have appealed always t 
"the plain people" as the ones ii 
whose judgment to rely and upoi 
whose shoulders should rest the bur 
den of government. 


Ideas are, after all, the eternal force 


Human life and destiny are controlle 
by them. They may seem to-day o 
little significance, but around them 
gather material interests, and to-mor 
row their power is disclosed. 


Government by consent and govern 


ment by force, no matter how well th 
government may be administered, are 
two essentially antagonistic principles 
Doubtless no immediate conflict wil 
follow. We may see a large measu- 
of prosperity; but are we not sowing 
the seeds which in the days to come 
will grow up into a harvest of trouble 
for our children and our children' 
children ? 


A necessity of colonial possessions i 


an increase in our regular army, anc 
the first increase proposed is from 30, 
000 to 100,000 men. It is a strange 
commentary that at the close of the 
nineteenth century the head of the 
most arbitrary government in the civ 
ilized world, the Czar of the Eussias 
is inviting the nations of the world to 
a decrease in their arms, while this 
the freest land, is proposing an in 
crease in its. Yet such seems to b 
the imperative need, if we enter upon 
the system of colonial expansion. 


Now, the great economic problem in 


this country is not how can a few men 
make more money and pile up large: 
fortunes, but how can the great body 
of the people make a fair and com 
fortable living? The right to work 
is again and again insisted upon as 
more important than the right to vote 
and the cry of the right to work is 


state furnish work to all who canno' 
obtain it elsewhere. 


Are we likely to aid in solving this 


problem by bringing into our nationa 
life 10,000,000 or 12,000,000 of unskilled 
Malay laborers ? We have shut the 
doors against the Chinese. Are they 
any worse than the Malay ? Shall we 
introduce in this nation more cheap 
labor ? I do not wonder at the action 
of the Federation of Labor in protest 
ing against a new competition of cheap 
labor as well as an increase of the 
army, with its consequent increase of 
burden and taxation on the employee 
laborer. 


But there is money in it. Aud after 


all this is really the most potent factor 
in the proposed reaching out after the 
islands of the Orient. The wealth o: 
Ormus and of Ind is to-day, as in the 
days of Milton, the expectation and 
the dream of many. Possession of the 
Orient, with its accumulated wealth 
of centuries, dazzles the imagination 
and confuses the judgment. The baze 
of mystery hangs over that vast do- 
main. Wealth untold is believed 1o 
be there, ready to be appropriated by 
any dominant power. All the nations 
and tribes come within Lord Salis- 
bury's definition of dying nations, and 
must soon be divided between and ap- 
propriated by the living and growing 
nations. China is held out as a dying 
nation, 
filled 
with 
inexhaustible 


wealth, and why should not we share 
in its appropriation ? What a picture 
:his is \ The eagle of liberty standing 
ike a buzzard to grow fat over an 
xpected corpse. 
:il fares the land to hastening ills a prey, 
Where wealth accumulates and men decay. 


The Ciesars saw the spears of their 


ictorious legions flash in the sunlight 
of every known land, and in their 
triumphant return they brought with 
ihem the accumulated wealth of all 
the nations they had subdued. The 
splendor of imperial Eome outshone 
,he world, but the wealth thus ob- 
tained withoutvalue given undermined 
the empire, and the glory of Borne is 
limply a memory. Napoleon beheld 
lie shining star of destiny; and then ? 
Does human nature change through 
he centuries ? We stand to-day facing 
he temptation which comes from the 
possibility 
of rapidly 
accumulated 


wealth. What right have we to an- 
icipate that the same result will not 
ollow if we pursue the same course of 
aking what we have not fully earned ? 
The problem we have sought to work 


iut in this nation is that of govern- 
ment of and by and for the people. 


great nation upon that principle 


eems possible only under a federal 
ystem, a system which relegates all 
.atter of local interest to the several 
tates, and exercises through the na- 
Lonal government only those powers 
nd functions which make the general 
elfare. 
We have wonderfully pros- 


ered in administering such system in 
compact, continental territory, each 
art of which has been possessed and 
ontrolled by a race capable of self- 
overnment. 
This is no trifling question and ia

We make 
our own destiny. We are not the vie1 


tims but the masters of fate, and to 
attempt to unload upon the Almighty

Him, but to ordinary human intelli 
gence. 


We are told we have become so great 


and powerful that the world needs us. 
but what the world most needs is not 
the touch of our power, but the bless- 
ings of our example. 
It 
needs the 


bright example of a free people not 
disturbed by any illusions of territor- 
ial acquisition, of pecuniary gain or 
military glory, but content with their 
possessions and striving through all 
the abilities, activities and industries 
of their wisest and most earnest to 
make the life of each individual citi- 
zen happier, better and more content. 


Two visions rise before me : 
One of a nation growing in popula- 


tion, riches and strength; reaching 
out the strong hand to bring within 
its dominion weaker and distant races 
and lands ; holding them by force for 
the rapid wealth they may bring— 
with perhaps the occasional glory, suc- 
cess and sacrifice of war ; a wondrous- 
ly luxurious life into which the fortu- 
nate few shall enter ; an accumulation 
of magnificence which for a term will 
charm and dazzle, and then the shad- 
ow of the awful question 
whether 


human nature has changed, and the 
old law, that history repeats itself, 
has lost its force, whether the ascend- 
ing splendor of imperial power is to 
be followed by the descending gloom of 
luxury, decay and ruin.

dred ! Can it be possible that twelve 
hundred Broadbrim letters have been

abroad on the wings of the wind into 
every land oa the face of the earth and 
among the distant islands of the sea— 
wherever the English language is 
spoken ? \Vhat wondrous stories have 
been told in these letters of the world's 
progress in that brief span of years ! 
What mysteries and miracles has it 
been my task to record '. Man, ever 
restless, never tiring, in obedience to 
the C3tnmand 
emblazoned on 
the 


groves of the academy, "Know thy- 
self," is reaching out into the mysteri- 
ous recesses of nature for the se- 
crets that have b?en barierl in her 
bosom for untold ages, dragging them 
forth from Cimmerian darkness into 
the bright sunlight of a new evangel, 
during which the world seems to have 
leaped forward thousands of years 
When I sat down to write number one, 
which now lies before me, on that May 
night of 1376, the electric light was a 
wonderful toy in the laboratory of the 
chemist. The telephone was then un- 
born, the phonograph was jest born. 
The bicycle, in a rude form, was only 
a children's toy, while to-day it is one 
of the wonders of the world, and now 
on reaching its highest point of per- 
fection it is certain to be superseded 
by the automobile, which only awaits 
some new revelation of man's ingeni- 
ous creation to take its flight to the 
skies. 


In those few years the most wonder- 


ful creation of man's genius, the print- 
ing press, has leaped forward from 
130,000 per hour to 333,000 per hour, a 
rate of execution beyond the simplr 
power of hntnau thought or human 
calculation. 
Nothing but electricity 


is equal to the task. 


Among the hidden powers iu earth's 


recesses are i-he X-rays, which have 
brought to the assistance of man the 
power to look into the secret depths of 
the human heart, to count its pulsa- 
tions and mark ou its way the wonder- 
ful current of life. 


Within the last few years the spec 


troscops has given us with more per- 
fect correctness the components of 
the heavenly bodies 
hundreds of 


millions of miles away; and while I 
write thousands of astronomers iu cur 
own land are waiting the coming of 
the total eclipse of the sun, which they 
expect to make a more perfect revela- 
tion than has ever been given to the 
world before or can possibly be reveal- 
ed to the earth for many years to 
come. 


Geology, delving into the earth's re- 


cesses, has brought from its depths 
revelations of animal life undreamed 
of before, and all these things consid- 
ered have surrounded us with a newer 
life and grander possibilities than any 
generation has ever known since time 
began. 


The art of war has to be learned 


anew on land aud sea. The battle- 
ship of the present day, with its im- 
pervious steel sides and its fearful pow- 
er of offense, bears no relation in any 
degree to the ships which earned im- 
mortal renown by their victories for 
the American navy, or that which 
gained imperishable glory for the dy- 
ing Nelson at Trafalgar. 
On laud the 


differences amount to a new creation. 
The soldier of forty years ago bears 
only a remote relation to his brother 
ot" to-day. He carries a rifle which in- 
sures death if well aimed at more than 
a mile away. The Hint lock and the 
percussion cap are buried with the 
memories of the past. And the new 
charge is preserved intact above or be- 
low water. The soldier of to-day 
represents four 
or five times the 


strength and power of the soldier of 
twenty-five years ago. 


In one thing only the world stands 


still, and that is iu the adjudication of 
human rights and the punishment of 
mortal wronqs; it stands to-day pre- 
cisely as it stood a thousand years ago. 
Capital demands a larger interest for 
its wealth, whether invested in houses 
aad lands, in food or in human bones, 
sinews and blood and everything that 
mau uses or consumes. Labor is strug- 
gling for a larger share of the profits 
that it creates and insists that while 
its pay is increased the hours of its 
toil shall be lessened; and right herd 
is the difficult point of adjustment, 
where lions stand threatening iu the 
path, and here is the Rubicon that both 
fear to cross 
At present it looks as i£ 


the final, battle would be settled by 
the red right hand. If there is a bet- 
ter way of last resort at present it is 
known to God alone. 


There is one corn fort that humanity 


can draw from its past experience, aud 
Lhat is that, the world is growing bet- 
ter with each succsedingyear.aud that 
notwithstanding the moans that are 
constantly heard, ou looking back for 
examples of virtue and perfection, the 
world of to-day is a better world than 
it was a quarter of a century ago. One 
of the most remarkable differences that 
has taken place in twenty-five years, 
and in which there is no improvement, 
is iu prize fighting. Our municipal 
authorities, 
twenty-five years 
ago, 


hunted the champions of the manly 
art into secluded woods and fields for 
the practice of their favorite pastime. 
And to-day they are carefully guarded 
by cordons of police for fear that they 
would be interfered with in their 
amusement. It was only a few days 
ago, at the Jeffries-_Corbett fight, one 
hundred and forty policemen were de- 
tailed to that service, at a cost to the 
city of about S500, and it is needless to 
say that the pol'ce were highly edified, 
instructed and entertained. 


When the two champions entered the 


ring before ten thousand admiring 
gazers no greater inspiration of the 
Grecian sculptor, Phidias, was ever 
carved in marble by his chisel than 
James J. Corbett, who stood there to 
battle for his life and the champion 
ship of the fistic world. From head to 
heel his skin shone white as the moun 
tain snow, his muscles stood out in 
clean whipcords from his body, th 
most unquestionable witnesses of hu 
man power and physical perfection 
that were ever seen in mortal man. As 
he stood there erect, awaiting the con 
test, no shadow of defeat ever cloudec 
his countenance; on his face was rest- 
ful calmness, as if the battle were 
already won. Before him was a con 
testant as different as it was possibl 


to conceive between the intellectual 
and the physical. On Corbett's face 
was intellectual confidence, while on 
'effries' face was dogged animal power, 
he resemblance to which can only be 
described as that of a Buffalo bull. 
An hour had scarcely passed when 
hese two images of Uod's self were 
bathed in their own gore; one was 
driven into the lowest depths of de- 
eat and the other had reached the 
most exalted height which a brutal 
xhibition had paid for its beastly ser- 
vice. 


The political future of our country 


s at present the most disturbing ele- 
ment. 
A few years ago there were 


distinctive and well understood lines 
between the two great political parties 
One party represented clearly direct 
axation for tbe nation's expenses. 
?he other party believed they should 
be paid at the nation's gate by foreign 
:ountries which sought our market 
as consumers of their goods. Tbe one 
vas taxation for goods on principle 
and the other for taxation for revenue 
only. The Democracy represented free 
mportations and the Republican pro- 
tection to home labor. 
Incidentally, 


however, the balance of power was 
brmed of the rag-tag and bob-tail 
of both parties, which like the rene- 
gade soldiers in the revolution sold 
.heir guns and themselves to whieh- 
iver side would pay the highest price. It 
s a combination of these dishonest 
elements which makes it difficult for a 
final judgment of the strength of 
either of the great national parties. 


The gulf between capital and labor 
•rows wider every day; each concilia- 
tion is met with a new demand and it 
must be evident to every thinking man 
that a stand must be made in which 
)0th must be satisfied or one or the 
other go down. The question atjpres- 
ent pending is where that final battle 
ihall be fought—on the battlefield 
with rifles, cannon and bullets, or at 
the ballot box with reason and ballots, 
'all it what you will, denominate h 
what you please, it is a battle between 
'reedom and slavery. While wealth 
will not be permitted to place its yoke 
upon the neck of the workingman, 
wealth shall be assured of equal protec- 
,ion for every dollar that it justly 
>wns. 


Notwithstanding the increase in the 


number of charitable 
institutions,

FISHES WITH LUNGS. 


Jueer Creature* That Live On Land Or In 


Water. 


Every one kuows that most Sshes 


breathe in a difteruut manner from 
-hat of the greater number of animals 
and that they got the oxygen necessary 
tor their life from the water and not 
directly from the atmosphere. Water 
dissolves a certain amount of oxygen, 
and the gills of usaes take this out of 
the water as our luugs take It from 
the mixed air wu bieaUie. The gills 
are bundles of line blood vessels, cov- 
ered by a delicate membrane tbat per- 
mits oxygen to pass through it to the 
blood so long at, it is moist, but usual- 
y when a fish is taken out of water 
the gills dry, and sulfocation follows. 


The gills are very thin and may be 


torn or injured by slight violence. Mud, 
sand, sawdust or any of the many sitn- 
lar impurities in water may lacerate 
or irritate them, so nature has put ni- 
ters, like combs, just in front of them 
to strain such foreign matters out of 
the water before reaching the real gills. 
These niters are called "gill rakers" 
and act as do the gratings put over 
gutters to bold back trash that might 
ilock them up, but the gutters grat- 
ings get clogged sometimes, and so do 
the gill takers. 
When this happens, 


the fish must die, and it is well known 
that the sawdust in our streams has 
been a chief factor in the destruction 
of our fresh water fishes. 


But all fishes are not dependent on 


their gills. 
Some of them, like our 


common carp and goldfish, come to 
the surface now and then to take in 
drafts ot air, and eels can travel over- 
land around clams or other obstruc- 
tions. Those efforts are trivial com- 
pared with those of some fishes foimci 
in other parts of the world. 


These aie the lung fishes, or dipnoi, 


as naturalists call them, and the ac- 
counts of them seem to border on the 
marvelous. In one group of these ani- 
mals the "swimbladder" is a kind of 
lung instead of a mere float, as it is in 
most fishes, and in some strange fishes 
in India there is a hollow space in the 
sknll tbat acts as a lung, the walls of 
it having clusters of blood vessels 
about it, just as the vesicles of our 
lungs have. 
These fishes can bury 


themselves deep in the mud when the 
dry season comes on and live through 
it till the rains fill the rivers again. 


A fish in tlie Gambia river makes a 


cocoon of mucus and mud, in which it 
lias been brought from Senogambia to 
London, where the cocoon was gently 
washed off and the fish found to be 
living. 
The naturalist Natterer dis- 


covered a similar fish in the Amazon, 
but this one, the lepidosiren of sci- 
ence, is one of the rarest specimens 
in museums. 


In the United States there is a fish, 


the bowfin, that can be drowned by 
stretching a net below the surface of 
the water so that it cannot get to air. 


Dr. Hector, the government geologist 


of New Zealand, reported finding some 
fish about 5'/i inches long among the 
roots of trees at a depth of four feet 
In stiff clay. The place where they 
were found was some 37 feet above 
the Hokitika river, where there had 
been a backwater during a time of 
flood. The mud fishes are common in 
New Zealand, and the early settlers 
were surprised to dig up fish with 
their potatoes, as farmers on Long Is- 
land are said to be in doubt whether 
their spades will unearth potatoes or 
clams. 


The most famous of the lung fishes 


is the climbing porch of India that has 
often been found several Ceet up tlie 
mangroves. 
These animals migrate 


overland when their own streams fail 
and are captured in great numbers by 
the natives, to whom they are great 
delicacies. 
Ceylon has several species 


of them. The island is dotted over 
with bogs of thick, chocolate colored 
mud, 
covered by a sod of reeds and 


grasses, and this mud teems with fish. 
The Cingalese clear off a space and 
wait till the fish come up to fill their 
air bladder, when they catch them in 
strong dip nets. 


Sir John Bowring says that some 


lung fishes in Slam go as much as 
three miles horn water and that they 
have been seen flapping along a dusty 
road. 


The lung fishes constitute n wonder- 


ful and interesting group of animals 
and show the wide range through 
which nature can adapt creatures to 
their surroundings. Biology is full of 
such instances, but few are more strik- 
ing than this.—Washington Star.

He 
reads it and says it is not for him, but 
that he is to go to—naming another 
man—and from there he is sent to an- 
other anil so on until the bearer grows 
tired or sees a light. The note con- 
tains the lines: 


Tins is the first of Aprile; 
Hunt the gowk another mile.

the while to examine the situation. To 
do so intelligently, get down a big at- 
las, or a school geography if an atlas 
Is not handy, and turn to a map which 
shows the whole of the Russian em- 
pire, with India and Persia at the bot- 
tom. 


You will notice tlmt Great Britain's 


Indian possessions are separated from 
the southern bonndaiy of Russia by 
a narrow strip labeled Afghanistan. 
You will also notice that the most 
southerly seaport owned by Russia is 
Vladivostok, which Is above the forty- 
fifth parallel on the Japan sea. Now, 
if you concede tbat Russia is an am- 
bitious, grasping and unscrupulous na- 
tion, eager to grab more territory and 
ready to attack whenever it seems safe 
to do so, the rest will be clear. 


The old maps will not show them, 


but there exist, running east and south 
from St. Petersburg, several Hues of 
railroad. 
One of these is the new 


Transsiberian railroad of which so 
much has been printed. 
The other 


lines are not so familiar. 
They are 


there just the same. No nation in the 
world has done more railroad building 
within the last decade than Russia. 
Her roads have been built not by pri- 
vate corporations, but by the govern- 
ment, Russian soldiers lay the rails, 
man the engines and lun the trains. It 
Is a somewhat novel use of an army, 
and it hardly bears out Russia's asser- 
tion that her purpose is a commercial 
and not a military one. 


To understand just bow Russia Is 


stretching these long fingers of steel 
out over centtal Asia just imagine the 
czar to be siting in St. Petersburg and 
reaching a coveting hand eastward. 
His palm covers the sea of Aral. 


Tlie long forefinger readies clear to 


the borders of Maucbtirla and will soon 
extend to Vladivostok. 
This is the 


Traussiberian line. 


The middle finger stretches tentative- 


ly toward Peking. This Is the pioposed 
extension of the line which now stops 
at Samarkand. 


The third finger touches Herat. This 


is the Transcaspian railroad recently

served to be massing at the ends of 
these long steel fingers? Is it not quite 
natural for England, with her Indian 
army at the lowest ebb it has known 
for many years, to be alarmed at these 
aggressive signs? 


But there are interesting details to 


this great game of strategy. One of 
these has to do with two ports on the 
Persian gulf, insignificant places at 
most times, but just now very much In 
the public eye. 


As far back as 1SS9 it was known In 


London that Russia was treating with 
Persia for greater commercial privi- 
leges. Little by little she has demand- 
ed and received more until now the 
effete country tbat was the empire of 
Xerxes Is absolutely under the thumb 
of the Great White Czar. 


Bunder Abbas has been mentioned 


many times as the port that Russia 
was seeking. The stone in her path 
has been the control of this port and 
Bushire—the only two on the Persian 
gulf—by England, to whom their cus- 
toms receipts were mortgaged in re- 
turn for a loan. 


Concessions to Russian capitalists 


for railroads in Persia have been 
granted within the last few years, and 
while none of these has had the Per- 
sian gulf as a stated objective point 
there has been talk in diplomatic cir- 
cles of extensions in the near future 
that would bring them out to the gulf. 
Tabriz Is the initial point in all these 
plans. It is a city of about 175,000 in- 
habitants and the center of the trade 
that passes from central Asia to the 
Caspian sea. 


The Viedomosti, organ of the Rus- 


sian government in central Asia, is 
authority for the statement that the 
Transpersian railway will be 1,300 
miles, running from Dsliulfa. by way 
of Tabriz^ Ilamadanj Jepajuta. and

the heathenism and barbarism of fifty 
jears ago. 
See how our war with 


Spain has brought the 
Philippines 


into our power and opened the way 
for the gospel. We are to send out 
the agents who are to do the Lord's 
work. Bod grant that our sympathy 
may go out to the ends of the earth. 


Rev. 
H. H. Hartman had charge of 


the devotional services Saturday morn- 
ing and gave a very inspiring ten- 
minute talk on "The Minister As a 
Soul Winner." 
There 
are special 


times when there are great ingather- 
ings of souls, when the time is ripe for 
the harvest of souls. He gave a case 
where all efforts failed to win the 
person to Christ until he kneeled down 
in the person's presence and thus car- 
ried the case to the throne of God in 
prayer. 
When all persuasions and 


efforts fail go to God in prayer and 
put the case into His hand and in- 
voke His spirit and blessing upon your 
labors. 
Three brief prayers were 


then offered. 


The presence of Eev. H. K. Miller, 


returned missionary from Japan, was 
announced. He was admitted as an 
advisory member, given an opportu- 
nity to speak, and spoke briefly on the 
customs of the Japanese. 
At first 


western nations reserved to them- 
selves the right to govern their own 
subjects in Japan. This was very dis- 
tasteful to the proud Japanese mind.

The Reform- 
ed church should send men to Japan 
of broad culture and deep sympathy, 
so that they can enter into the spirit 
ot the Japanese mind and grasp what 
the people of the empire are striving 
to reach. The war between China and 
Japan brought about the conversion of 
some Japanese knights and thus was 
favorable to Christianity.
